The Michigan. State Police are 
calling attention to two amend- 
ments. of .state laws, effective - 


|Thursday, September 18,-oné add-' 


ing gas or air guns to the defini-' 
tion of firearms and‘:the other: 
regulating the emergency use of 
party..telephone. lines. 
The‘amendment to the Paabine 
Jaw adds gas or air guns, but not. 
the so-called BB gun, to-the defi-: 
nition of -firearms, .This méans j 


'that the purchaser of such a gun 


must be a citizen of the. United, 


| States, -a resident. of the State of 


Michigan for at least six months 
and.21 years of age or older. Such 
guns also: must be registered. and 
permits obtained to carry them, 
the latter being issued or rejected 
by the county concealed weapon ' 
licensing. board. 

The amendment to. the penal 
code’ covering. telephones. makes | 
it a misdemeanor to. refuse to! 
yield or surrender the use of a 
party line in order to permit the 
reporting of a fire or summoning } 
police, medical’ or other aid in 
eases of emergency. The amend- 
ment also provides that: telephone 
directories must carry .a_ notice 


‘explaining the. offense. Failure to 


yield party lines in the past has 
resulted in some tragic conse- 
quences. :

New Liquor Law 


% warning. that ate ‘atrict cilowee 
ment has- been promised. for a 
new law affecting. teen-agers pos- 


issued today’ by - the Michigan 
Liquor Control Commission. - 

The law becomes. effective. Sep- 

tember 18, and the ‘commission { 
calls. attention to the people’ of | 
the state, especially those . who 
have minor children, to the amend- 
ment adopted’ by’ the 1082 Legis: 
lature. 
. Police - and. > sheriffs’ depart: | 
ments will. institute a campaign 
of rigid enforcement and prose-} 
cuting attorneys will. seek severe 
penalties. at the request. of the 
Liquor Commissiort. : 

“We. feel,” the Commission, ex: | 
plained, “that' enforcement of this 
law will do much to reduce the 
number of motor vehicle acci- 
dents caused by minors who. have 
been drinking and’ driving, .and 
also will. suppress drinking “by 
minors. in. parks, around ° dance 
halls in rural areas and at drive- 
‘in’s in urban communities.” 

The law. effective September 
18 makes it a misdemeanor for 
any person under the age of 21 
to purchase ‘or knowingly possess, 
transport or. have under his con- 
troi in any motor vehicle, beer, 
wine, whiskey or other spirits. 

The penalty is 90: days in jail 
or $100 fine or both. ; 

In further commenting, 
Liquor Commission said: __ 

‘Tifis law has been interpreted 
to mean that the minor driver of 
any automobile can be arrested 
and charged with a misdemeanor 
if any alcoholic beverage, -includ- 
ing beer or wine, is found in the 
ear he is driving, regardless of 
whether he: made the purchase, 

Even though it is not his car, the 
driver will be subject. to prosecu- 
tion if any alcoholic drinks are 
found, whether they were bought 
by -him or brought into the car by 
a passenger. The mere presence 
of alcoholic beverages in the auto- 
mobile with the knowledge of the 
driver will be prima facie evi- 
dence of guilt.” ; 

The law exempts minors work- 
ing for a licensee of the Liquor 
Control. Commission and ‘‘‘possess- 
ing, transporting or having such

his regular working hours and in
